Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Talbert (US 2004/0078328), teaches a method comprising 
receiving at a financial account issuer an initial authorization request that includes 
transaction information which identifies a merchant, an account identifier corresponding 
to a financial account, and a transaction amount, identifying a pre-authorization record 
associated with the account, determining that the transaction amount complies with the 
authorization criteria including a pre-authorized amount in the pre-authorization record, 
wherein the pre-authorization record corresponds to a predetermined purchase 
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transaction, transmitting an authorization message to the merchant, determining based 
on the transaction information if the transaction involves a partial shipment. 

The prior art fails to teach a method wherein in response to said transaction 
involving a partial shipment calculating a new pre-authorized amount based upon a 
predetermined rule comprising reducing said pre-authorized amount by at least a 
portion of the transaction amount using said computer, and at least one of updating said 
pre-authorization record with said new pre-authorized amount or creating a new pre- 
authorization record comprising said new pre-authorized amount. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious.
